in the shen round. We gather, as we read, 
some el to the state of flux that 
exists here, and fervently join to his hopes 
and expectations for Mexico ours for Ixe- 
land for “a period of strenuous building- 
up, of moral, intellectual, and economie 
development, of friendly intercourse with 
foreign peoples whose co-operation is 
o fy ised as an indispensable con- 
dition of success, 

A curions blight seems to allow the 
wealth and resources of Mexico to fruit 
only for the stranger. Mexico is an 
Eldorado. Its natural resources are in- 
caleilable. Even this very year it has 
produced sixty per cent. of all the world’s 
output of silver. It is capable of main- 
taining a population of a hundred million 
people instead of the fifteen or sixteen 
millions, mostly lack-alls, living from 
hand to mouth. To watch the stream of 
riches flow smoothly by into foreign 
channels without benefiting the bulk of 
the natives that own it, is 1 constant pro- 
vocation to lawlessness, the force of which 
is realised only by those who have ex- 
perien it.” 

The book is written with Dr. Dillon's 
accustomed literary finish, and its bias 
is so considéred and sincere that it com- 
mands our respect. When Dr. Dillon 
turns from the discussion of the intrigues 
and complexities of the Mexican situation 
to describe the people, at first hand or 
from accredited sources, we understand 
something of his sympathy with them.

“non-political Mexican,”’ who describes 
conditions under the Diaz: régime “I 
visited haciendas and factories, he said, 
“filled with workmen who toiled from sun- 
rise to sundown for a few measures of 
beans, half-a-dozen bananas, a little sugar, 
coffee, and bread. They were attired in 
the cheapest of cotton garments, and slept 
on coarse mats spread on the earth.

In the spacious days oí the nineteenth 
century Britons often woke up in the 
morning to learn that a L thousand 

uare miles of new territory had been 
added to their Empire over-night. The 
Briton is a phlegmatic person and was 
accustomed to take such acquisitions for 
granted. Now that he is confronted with 
the reverse process, he is not a whit less 
calm. On Wednesday Mr. Balfour in- 
formed the members of the Washington 
Conference that Britain proposed to 
restore to China the port and base of 
Wei-hai-wei- This important territory 
was occupied by Britain some four and 
twenty years ago, when European Powers 
were falling over one another to secure 
 foot-holds on the Chinese mainland. The 
Russians had occupied Port Arthur, ana 
the Germans Kiau-chau, and Britain’s 
main object in taking a lease of Wei-hai- 
wei was to put a check on Russian en- 
croachment. When the Japanese took over 
Port Arthur in 1905 the terms of the 
British lease were altered; but China 
offered no objection to our tenure of the 
base, and the withdrawal now is quite 
spontaneous. Mr. Hughes, the American 
Secretary of State, described Mr. Balfour's 
announcement as the crowning act, re- 
storing China's sovereignty, and it has 
made a deep impression in the United 
States. Recognising the value of peace in 
tle Far East, the British people will rot 
grumble.

COOL 
HUNTING TO STOP. 


The outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Great Britain is spreading rapidly. 
Cases have been reported in thirty-four 
counties, and the movements of cattle have 
been restricted And markets stopped over 
an area of approximately 39,000 square 
miles in extent. The latest reports indi- 
cate that the disease is spreading south- 
ward. 

Yesterday forty-six suspected cases were 
réported, and the total number of infected 
farms and premises stands at 207. In its 
efforts to deal with the epidemic the 
authorities have slaughtered 7,000 head of 
cattle. It is feared that some valuable 
pedigree herds must, be slaughtered. 

The Masters of all hunts in the 
scheduled arta have been asked to dis- 
continue: hunting for the time being. 

The Ministry repeated last night that 
there was no evidence that the disease 
came from Ireland. It says, however, that 
all cattle imported from Ireland are under 
strict supervision and that, if a case is 
detected, it will not hesitate to close the
